The growth of the custodial idea in the United 
States is apparent. The individual is to be 
checked, guided, and stopped by the state in mat-

There is a field of economics 
in which the individual may not be able to pro-' 
tect himself no matter what his will or character. 

A family may be victimized by bad housing con · 
ditions and be unable to find its way out. A man 
may be subjected to dangerous industrial condi- 
tions and be unable to protect himself. He 
be economically sweated and be unable to change | 
his lot. He may be exposed to occupational dis- 
eases and be unable to find the remedy. |

ASIL DE BACHERACHT’S death 
B last week, as minister plenipo- 

tentiary of Russia, at Berne, 

evokes memories of the fact that 

he was one of the chief repre- 
sentatives of the czar at the interna- 
tional congress of Ajgeciras, on the 
Moorish problem, some eight years or 
so ago; and also of the sensational 
career of his wife, who is stepmother 
of the Empress of Russia, of the reign- 
ing Grand Duke of Hesse, of Princess 
Henry of Prussia, and of Admiral 
Prince Louis of Battenberg. 

By birth a Countess Alexandra Hut- 
ten-Czapska, she was some five and 
thirty years ago the toast of the town 
in the Swiss capital, as wife of Nich- 
olag de Kolomine, secretary of the Rus- 
sian legation at Berne. All the young 
men, and many of the old ones as well, 
were at the feet of this fascinating, 
dark haired siren. An arrant flirt and 
a heartless coquette, she seemed to de- 
light m provoking trouble. So many 
duels were fought on her account, not 
only among the members of the for- 
‘eign diplomatic corps in Switzerland, 
but even among the more phlegmatic 
Bernese patriciate,.and so much domes- 
tic happiness was either seriously dis- 
turbed or entirely wrecked by her 
that the Helvetian government at last 
had recourse to the extraordinary step 
of requesting the Russian minister of 
foreign affairs to transfer young Nich- 
olas de Kolomine, and, above all, his 
wife, to some other post. 7 

Evidently Czar Alexander III. was not 
consulted about the matter. Otherwise. 
it is improbable in the extreme that he 
would have sanctioned the appointment 
of Kolomine to the court of his first 
cousin, the late Grand Duke Louis of 
Hesse. For no sooner was Mme. de 
Kolomine established at Darmstadt 
than she straightway began to set her 
cap for the grand duke, who, a widower

namely: the late Emperor William. 
Mme. de Kolomine received, as a solace, 
the Hessian title of Counteas of Rom- 
rod and an annuity of $10,000 a year 
for the remainder of her life. The son 
born of her union with the late Grand 
Duke Louis of Hesse was brought up 
by his half sisters, the present empress 
of Russia and the widowed Grand 
Duchess Sergius, and ig now serving as 
an officer n the Russlan army. 

The Countess of Romrod, a few years 
after the dissolution of her union to 
the late Grand Duke of Hesse, married 
Basil de Bacheracht, who, like her first 
husband, was a member of the diplo- 
matic service of Russia. As her pres- 
ence at.any European court would have 
been embarrassing in the extreme, he 
was appointed to represent his country 
at Tangiers, where he did so well at Al- 
geciras that he was promoted to the poat 
of minister plenipotentiary at Berne, 
where the Swiss government, in view 
of the fact that his wife's loveliness

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RUSSIA NOT EXPATRIATING 
N POLES. 

Chicago, Nov. 17.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. Several weeks ago there ap- 
peared in the Jou an article to the 
effect that the Russian government has 
appointed a committee at Washington to 
negotiate a plan whereby 1,000,000 Poles 
were to be sent to South America (Vene- 
zusla and Colombia), to settle in that 
country. As a result of that publica- 
tion I received numerous inquiries from 
Poles and other people as to whether 
there was any truth in that report. 

Although I knew at that time that 
there was no truth in that story, I wrote 
to the Russian embassy at Washington 
and received a reply denying such ru- 
mor, a copy of which is herewith in- 
closed. From my investigation I learned 
that the story was fabricated for the 
purpose of putting my country in a 
wrong light and to make the Poles in 
America resentful toward Russia. What 
possible motive could the Russian gov- 
ernment have in attempting to carry out 
such a scheme? Russia has more terri- 
tory than the United States. therefore 
she does not need additional territory 
for Polish colonization purposes, It 
certanily would not be to the interest 
of Russia to send away a million Poles. 

In the present war, when Russia is 
fighting, not only for her oppressed 
brethren in the Balkan states, but also 
for Poland, to expatriate a million Poles 
from their native country would cause 
great harm to the Poles and their coun- 
try. It is ridiculous to attribute such a 
foolish plan to the Russian government. 
Why should the Poles be required to 
emigrate to other lands, when Russia 
promised to make Poland free, and 
when, after the war, they wil: be needed 
at home to rebuild their country? That 
story is not only false but inconceivable. 
It will be to the best interest of both 
Russia and Poland te have, after the 
war is over, as many Poles as possible 
return to Poland from other countries. 

There are too many false and erro- 
neous statements published in the Amer- 
ican newspapers about Russia. I have 
no objection to honest criticism, but 1 
will not tolerate the publication of ma- 
licious lies, designed to injure my coun- 
try. 

Kindly publish this letter in your 
paper, in order that the people in this 
country may understand the true feeling 
of Russia toward the Polish people.

Firat. and oldest of the entente allied 
restrictions is the blockade, which our 
government has declared illegal, be- 
cause it is both ineffective and discrim- 
inatory in favor of Norway ahd Sweden, 
in that it does not blockade the Baltic, 
and because it attempts to blockade neu- 
tral ports contiguous to Germany, to 
which British goods are allowed to go. 
The case dates back to March 11. 1915, 
and the, last note was the British re- 
fusal of April 24, last. 

A not less “lawless practice” has 
been the entente allies’ censorship of 
mails, which has been called “ vexa- 
tiously inquisitorial." Here again is an 
absolute conflict between neutral and 
belligerent rights. A reply is due from 
this government to the British and 
French note of Oct. 15, which itself was 
over four months delayed. 

The British refusal of the American 
attitude as to the blacklist, which was 
called an “arbitrary interference with 
neutral trade,” has just come and will 
require answer. 

Our Place in Peace Parley. 

Beyond the war, the president must de- 
cide America’s attitude toward the peace 
conference. Will a place be demanded 
against the express desires of the en- 
terte? Undoubtedly American interests 


Eeations with the entente allies are 
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the Pacific lands taken from Germany, 
and also in the effort to secure a basis 
for a lasting peace and in the noces- 
sary rewriting of international law. 

The trade war after the war offers 
most tangled problems, and most vital 
of all, perhaps, is President Wilson's ad- 
vocacy of a league. of nations to guaran- 
tee against another war. Admittedly 
this destroys American isolation and 
commits the nation to a policy of inter- 
na tional codperation which it never be- 
fore has undertaken.

When the president issued his call for 
the national guard the night of June 
18-19 the number supposed to be im- 
mediately available was 123,000. Out- 
side of the regular army already on 
the border these troops were the only 


ones in the United States with any or- 
ganization, equl nt, or training. 
There can be disputing the fact 
that if troops are needed to repel or 
put an end to threatened invasion, as 
was the case when this call came, they 
should be available tor immediate serv- 
ice. However, it took more than a 
month before less than 100,000 men had 
reached the Mexican border. 

It requires no imagination to realize 
what an active enemy could have done 
in that month. The first step was to 
get together at the various armories 
the men already belonging to the units 
called out. The next thing was to re- 
cruit, if possible, a sufficient number of 
new men to bring all existing units to 
a war strength, there being no system 
of reserves by which men who had pre- 
viously served reported when the call 
came for war service. 


Units Below Peace Strength. 
As a matter of fact, the great majority 
of the units were considerably below 
peace strength, so that they had to ob- 
tain a much greater number of green 
men than the difference between peace 
and war strength. Some states had 
neglected to obtain in peace time the 
equipment and clothing necessary for 
peace strength. 

In all cages the states lacked the equip- 
ment and clothing necessary for the dif- 
ference between peace and war strength. 
The large amount of clothing and equip- 
ment lost by some of the states at vari- 
ous times was responsible for the re- 
fusal of the national government to 
allow national guard units to have this} 
clothing and equipment. 

On mobilization all this clothing and

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SLIDES STOPPED 


Problem Solved by Terrac- 
ing Banks of Waterway, 
Governor Reports. 


PANAMA CAN AL 


PRESSURE IS REMOVED. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—[Special.] 


In the annual report of the governor of 
the Panama canal, covering the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1916, the subject of 
‘slides which have tied up traffic is treat- 
ed as follows: 
“ For some unaccountable reason there 
to be a general belief that the en- 
tire length of Gaillard cut has been af- 
fected by slides. 
Another misconception which exists 
relates to the character of the slides, 
They have not been, except in a few 
cases, a slipping down of portions of the 
bank. Those at Culebra are breaks re- 
sulting from deformation or crushing 
of underlying strata which could not 
bear the weight and caused a vertical 
settlement of the overlying material 
which subsequently moved into the 
prism of the canal cut. i 


First “Breaks” in 1907. ä 

“The type of slides designated 
*breaks’ first manifested itself at the 
village of Culebra in 1907. When the 
excavation had reached a depth of 135 
feet above the finished bottom level a 
crack appeared in the surface of the un- 
disturbed ground. 

The cause undoubtedly was the un- 
equal distribution of the pressure exert- 
ed by the adjacent banks. Such being 
the case, it followed that if the height 
of the banks were reduced the move- 
ment would be lesséned, and if reduced 
sufficiently would cease, Events proved 
this to be correct, 

The banks were lightened by taking 
material from the top until the slopes 
consisted of a series of steps. The up- 
heaving of the bottom ceased entirely 
and the canal prism was carried to full 
depth end width throughout the entire 
2,000 feet. 


Vegetation Fails to Anchor Earth 

For several years the expedient of 
covering the slopes with vegetation has 
been carried on, starting under the di- 
rection of the Smithsonian institution. 
Trees and vegetation growing on the 
surface of the ground which broke were 
carried down the slide and exercised 
no deterring effect whatsoever. 

Where there is little earth cover- 
ing, as is the case on Culebra hill, and 
where the cracks are wide and extend 
to a great depth id is not practicable to 
close them permanently without ex- 
pense that is disproportionate to the re- 
sults obtained. 

“ Subsurface tile drains have been m- 
stalled on Culebra hill as an experi- 
ment. It is admitted that if the water 
could be entirely excluded the earth 
movements would cease, but, unfortu- 
nately, this is impossible.
